From one to eight or ten 
larva are found in a single hill. The far- 
mer of Illinois are very fearful of the 
result of its depredations.

A Soldiers' Monument. 

Inspired by the success of their c 
rades in Ripley, the members of Joseph 
Heiser Post, No 13, G. A. R., have formu- 
lated plans for the erection of a memorial 
monument in our beautiful cemetery. 
The Maysville Cemetery Company has 
signified a willingness to give the " Ken- 
ton Mound" for the purpose, and the 
soldiers will show their appreciation of 
the liberal proposition of the Cemetery 
Company by erecting on the mound a 
magnificent structure. It is designed to 
build a monument not less than forty 
feet in height, to cost not less than $4,- 
000, the work to be completed and the 
monument to be unvailed on or before 
the 30th day of May, 1887. No inter- 
ments will be made in the lot on which 
the monument stands. These are the 
main conditions, but the soldiers have 
in view a much higher and more costly 
structure than specified above.
